No one questions the value of painting wood to preserve it from 
rotting. No one would think of leaving a steel structure exposed r 
the elements without good paint protection. 

Yet, invariably, everyone thinks that concrete, stucco, brick and 
stone should last the ages without any protection from v tthering and 
decay. This may be practicable in a land where there are no ex- 
tremes of climate — no extremes of heat or cold — of rain or snow — of 
alternate wetness and dryness. But in a country such as ours, and 
in fact over most part of the world, with the exception of a few desert 
climes, we have different conditions to meet. 

Experiments have shown that the most destructive form of \\ eather 
exp ure is that of continuous change. Alternate we tne and dry- 
ness is especially hard on Portland cement construction because it sets 
up strains in the surface, which eventually forms cracks. 

Frost, of course, adds considerably to this, but the water-absorptive 
nature of all masonry, and especially of concrete and stucco, is the 
feature against which it is most necessary to take protective measures. 
We must give concrete masonry protection, just as we protect wood 
and steel.

CONCLUSION 

It is just as necessary to protect exterior concrete, stucco, brick and 
stone walls from atmospheric exposure as it is to protect steel and wood. 
Because water is the great destroyer — the universal solvent, which 
reaches out and wears away all forms of construction. But especially 
where conditions of continual change — such as alternate wetting and 
drying, freezing and thawing — take place is the disintegrative influence 
of weathering most active. 

I n fortunately ordinary paints are not adaptable to protecting 
masonry surfaces. They are not waterproof, nor are they lime- 
resistant and they do not give a flat masonry appearance. StoneTex 
is waterproof because of its special blending of heat-treated China 
Wood Oil and similar oils.

Where small checks and cracks are present in the surface, stippling 
in the first coat of StoneTex will permanently seal and repair the 
damage.

I 2)— APPLICATION— Uh painted Surfaces : 

Always mix paint thoroughly before using. This can best be done by cutting out entirely the top of the 
package — then mi.\ contents with a stiff paddle. Pouring the contents back and forth from one can 
into another (boxing) is also good practice. 

Priming Coat — Mew or unpainted concrete and masonry should always be given a priming coat, con* 

toneTex thinned with StoneTex Liquid in the proportion of one gallon of liquid to five gallons 

of StoneTex. Apply this priming coat in an even uniform coat, brushing well into the poresof the surfaces. 

On a rough plaster surface, special care must be taken to stipple the StoneTo I he uneven surface. 

The intention is to obtain a uniform coat. A coat which does not cover thoroughly is worthless. 

Finish Coat — After the first coat has dried at least 48 hours, and preferably 72 hours, apply the 
second coat of StoneTex which should be used without any thinning* In other words, the second coat of 
StoneTex is applied exactly as it comes in the can. 

( If on continued standing and exposure to air, an open package of StoneTex becomes heavy in body — it 
may be thinned with a minimum amount of pure turpentine to its original consistency.) 

(3)— APPLICATION— Painted Surfaces : 

Over StoneTex — Apply StoneTex exactly as it comes in the can — without thinning. One coat is 
usually sufficient as a repaint job. 

Over Lead and Oil — Thin StoneTex with pure boiled Linseed Oil in the proportion of 3^ pint of 
boiled Linseed Oil to the gallon of StoneTex. 

It is understood that the old painted surface must be free from cracking, chipping, scaling, powdering, 
etc., before painting. Any sections which are hot in good condition should be scraped or u ire-brushed off 
and a "spot coat" of StoneTex and StoneTex Liquid applied to the bad sections. After this, use a coat of 
StoneTex for coating the entire surface. 

(4)— QUANTITY REQUIRED : 

Unpainted Masonry — EXAMPLE— To find the quantity of StoneTex and StoneTex Liquid 
required for 9,000 sq. ft. of unpainted masonry surface two coats — (covering capacity 100 square feet 
to the gallon) : 

Thus:— 0,000 sq.ft. H- 700 = 90 gallons. 

Answer — 1/10 of 90 gals. = 9 gals. — quantity of StoneTex Liquid.
